my. own interests but also in the

“" My present aim is to obtain the 
separation of Burma from India. 
The Burmans desire it and I intend 
to do my level beat in. the forth- 
coming lection to fight for its 
cause I do not desire to be a party 
to manifestoes which, in ‘the light 
of their language, must produce 
arnsation tnd bo regarded as a poli- 
tical stunt.

Tho next war will blot out great, 
cities, say the prophets of doom, 

These Jeromials stand in tho 
markot-placo (or its. modern equi-' 
valont, the ' Sunday “newspaper)

gases that will kill off tha civil 
population, snys Frank Thone in 
“ Science Newa Lotter.” a 

All this is vexy fine for providing 
a shuddory thrill, he goes on, and 
‘to give you a nickel’s worth ot 
‘Sunday-morning reading. But are 
theso diroful things really going to 
happen? He answers: oo, 

‘No! declare soldiers. and chem- 
ists, emphatically and indiguantly. 
General, H. L. Gilchrist, Chief of 
the Chemical War-fare Service, and 
Mr. H. E. Howe, editor of /ndsia- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry, 
have turned a little cold, scientific 
attention on the great gas bogey— 
and he has vanished ! 

“In the first place, it is pointed 
out, thero is no war gas that will 
penetrate nny gas-mask or find its 
way into. any’ ‘gas-tight room ar 
dug-out. Thoreis no gas cheap 
enough .to be-used for. wiping out 
whole cities, s ; 

“The gases . that figure in all 
chemical combat ‘plans of the pre- 
sent’ day are phosgene, mustard 
gas, and lewisite. None of them 
will pass through the soda-lime and 
charcoal of: gas-mask; indecd, 
none of them, will come in through 
the .cracks ‘around a reasonably 
tight window.’

The Colonial Secretary, Hoy Kong, hax forwarded us the fol- 
lowing. telegram, dated August 2b, from the Secretary .of State for 
_ the Colonies tn Canada to the Colonial Office, London, and. trans- 
mitted to the. Officer Administering the Government of Hong Kong. 


“Now that the Imperial Conference has come to an‘end it is 


possible ‘to inform you of the outcome, of the negotiations which I- 


have been conducting on behalf of the Colonial Empire. My abjec- 
‘tive was to secure incronsed trado from the Colonies to the rest of 
the Empire amd: to afford the rost of the Empire incrensed ‘op- 
portunities to sell to the Colonics. I have sought to obtain wider 
markets for Colonial products; fitstly by securing adoption of 

~ the principle of reciprocity in those Dominions and India, where 
" preferences have not hithorto been granted to the Colonial Em- 
pire, and secondly by securing new or additional prefererices 


wherever poskible on. those commodities which you advised were of” 
most importance, All the Dominions and India have agreed- on . 


first principles and agreemonta which have been made to give 
effect to it, As regards particular commodities -we have obtained 
preferential] advantages for a large number of commodities which 
were suggested for such treatment. In the aggregate the new ficld 
‘of preferential trade thus opened is very considerable and though
